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EDITORIAL 


SUFFER LITTLE CHILDREN 


During the last fifty years dentistry has made great strides forward, so great 
that a modern practice has little resemblance to one a half-century ago. Crude 
technics, poor materials and inadequate training have made way to what we 
would like to consider as modern dentistry. In another fifty years, what we are 
doing and using today will probably be antiquated and the practice of dentistry 
then will radically differ from our so-called modern dentistry. Yes, it is true, our 
anesthetics are safer and more dependable, our dentures are esthetically beau- 
tiful and functionally sound, our operative skills are well-developed, and our 
knowledge of good dentistry is progressing in leaps and bounds. Only one thing 
has not changed in the last fifty years and that is our attitude toward children’s 
dentistry. 

Often the question of dentistry for children enters the conversations of shop 
when dentists get together. Out of five members of the profession, probably 
only one will say that he enjoys doing dentistry for children, but what do the 
other four have to say? The main complaint is that they cannot make it pay and 
their financial remuneration does not compare with working on adults. Other 
reasons are that the children are hard to work on, are nervous and jittery, have 
too much saliva and “why should I break my back working on kids now, hoping 
to have them as adult patients when everyone knows that the average practice 
has almost a complete turnover every five years?” 

It may be true that the average practice does turnover rapidly, but do we 
not benefit greatly from previous experiences and knowledge imparted to our 
new patients from their former dentists? Is it not only fair that we do likewise 
to our present patierits and prepare them adequately, even though we do not 
keep them? 

We admit that sometimes children are slightly rough to handle, but a little 
of the old-fashioned horse-sense will go a long way in winning them over. When 
one thinks of the tremendous amount of suffering and mental anguish that can 
be avoided by early diagnosis and treatment, our potential for good is unlim- 
ited. We are also fortunate in this day and age to have excellent specialists 
in orthodontics and dentistry for children that are not only capable of this type 
of work but actually enjoy every minute of it. If you are unfortunate enough 
not to have the ability or knowledge of adequately taking care of children, at 
least be certain that they obtain the care of one that can. 

Now for the financial aspects of children’s dentistry: If we do the same quality 
of work on children that we do on adults, there is no reason why we cannot be 
paid the same fee. This may require some explanation to the parents but it can 
be done. Naturally, most of the dentistry is operative, not in the more lucra- 
tive prosthetic field and the net return cannot be expected to be as great. We 
must step on these so-called dental economists that advise against doing den- 
tistry for children because it doesn’t pay or if we do take them, to give them 
the old “barber shop” routine. If we consider our financial return as the most 
important part of our profession, then some day we are going to get a big 
shock. When the good Lord calls us to our final reward, He is not going to ask 
how much money we made as dentists on earth but rather did we say “Suffer 
little children to come unto me” or just “Suffer, little children.” 
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he plan of Hospital Insurance of 
Michigan Life Insurance Company 
which we adopted in 1948 is to be ex- 
panded to include additional payments 
for major hospital expense and nurse 
expense. 

Our present hospital coverage has 
served the members exceedingly well, but 
there has been a demand for a plan 
which would also defray or partially de- 
fray the additional heavy expense of an 
extended period“or repeated periods of 
hospitalization and the cost of private 
nursing service. 

As you know, our present plan pays 
up to a maximum of $1000.00 for a dis- 
ability or several periods of disability 
which are the result of the same or a 
related condition. Thereafter, while the 
policy continues to cover hospital con- 
finements they must be the result of other 
causes. 

Your Insurance Committee has spent 
several months reviewing plans of Catas- 
trophe or Major Medical Hospital and 
Nursing coverages which were submitted 
by various companies. Most plans were 
found lacking in the type of protection 
required by our members. Some com- 
panies required a specified percentage of 
participation, others were cancellable, 
had an age limit, or afforded no protec- 
tion unless the benefits were used up 
within a specified period of time and 
still others required a sizeable deductible 
amount be applied to the claim before 
Company payment would begin. 

Finally, the Insurance Committee with 
the assistance of Huntington & Homer, 
Inc. drew up a plan of Catastrophe Hos- 
pital coverage which would include pri- 
vate nursing service and which would 
tie-in perfectly with our present hospital 
plan. It was submitted to the Michigan 
Life Insurance Company for their con- 
sideration, which we are pleased to say 
was granted. The Insurance Committee 
then recommended the plan to the Board

of Directors, which in turn not only 
have agreed to the adoption of the plan 
but sincerely recommend it to every 
eligible member. 

One of the greatest benefits of this 
new plan is for the member who has al- 
ready used up his full $1000.00 benefit. 
He shall immediately be eligible for the 
additional benefits as soon as the plan 
becomes effective on August 1, 1955, 
provided he applies for the protection 
while eligible. 

Briefly, here is the plan: 

Your present policy covers the first 
$1000.00 of hospital expense the result of 
any one disability (the limit on the room 
is $10.00 per day). For tuberculosis, 
functional nervous or mental conditions, 
or alcoholism the limit is $500.00. 

When this $1000.00 is used up then the 
Catastrophe coverage begins to pay. It 
does not apply to the three conditions 
which are limited to $500.00. 

The Catastrophe coverage will pay up 
to an additional Four Thousand Dollars 
($4,000.00) as follows: 

1. The expense actually incurred for 
hospital room and board, including spe- 
cial diets and general nursing service, 
not to exceed Ten Dollars ($10.00) per 
day. 

2. Eighty per cent (80%) of the ex- 
pense actually incurred for hospital 
services and supplies, as set forth in Part 
1 B of the policy. 

3. Eighty per cent (80%) of the ex- 
pense actually incurred for regular and 
customary charges made by a graduate 
registered nurse, other than a relative, 
for private duty nursing service rendered 
in a hospital or the established residence 
of the Insured and where such service 
is prescribed as necessary by the attend- 
ing physician. 

Indemnity will be paid only for ex- 
penses covered and which are incurred 
after the effective date, August 1, 1955.

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ABSTRACTS 


TEMPORO-MANDIBULAR 
JOINT DISORDERS 


From the author’s experience with 
over one hundred cases, it was concluded 
that most cases of temporo-mandibular 
joint disorders are due to acquired or 
inherent occlusal discrepancies. Whether 
the disorder is due to a single severe 
trauma or to repeated microtraumas, as 
in the case of malocclusion, it is best 
treated by conservative means and with 
the cooperation of the dental person- 
nel involved. It is stated that the in- 
jection of cortisone reduces inflammatory 
changes within the joint. Although this 
procedure is only palliative and tempo- 
rary, it is recommended for reducing 
inflammatory pain and trismus, thus 
allowing one to proceed with the pro- 
gram of occlusal rehabilitation. It ap- 
pears that painful joints that give radio- 
graphic and clinical evidence of irrever- 
sible changes might eventually require 
surgical treatment. It is the author’s 
opinion that menisectomy does not pro- 
vide the satisfactory result desired—that 
condylectomy is the preferred procedure. 
This operation does not necessarily pro- 
duce the deformity so often ascribed to 
it; if certain precautions are taken and 
sound surgical technique employed, facial 
paralysis is negligible.—THE TEM-

SURGERY IN 
PERIODONTAL DISEASE 


Dr. Irving Glickman, of Las Vegas, 
Nevada, insists that if surgery is neces- 
sary to treat periodontal disease it should 
be done at the onset of treatment. Trying 
other means of treatment, such as scaling 
or curettage that may not eliminate the 
pocket, is poor periodontics when the 
operator knows surgery would be success- 
ful. He also insists scaling and curettage 
is not a necessary aid before surgical 
procedures. In the treatment of perio- 
dontal abscesses, treatment is determined, 
by whether the infection is in the lateral 
wall of the pocket or in the deeper tis- 
sues. In the lateral wall type the abscess 
may be removed by gingivectomy. The 


deeper seated abscesses are eliminated 
‘by incising when acute. After the acuity 


has receded an operation is performed. 
This permits ease of treatment by a better 
view of the surgical field. Failures of 
treatment in periodontal disease are usu- 
ally due to lack of correct oral physio- 
therapy or the incomplete removal of 
calculus. 

Bone loss may occur in chronic de- 
structive periodontal disease because the 
normal anabolic processes have become 
impaired and not because there is in- 
flammation, trauma, or added destruc- 
tion. When you have a systemic dis- 
turbance and there is bone loss in the 
jaws, you can be assured there is com- 
parable bone loss in other bones of the 
body. The bone factor is important in 
the maintenance of the height of alve-

olar bone and the capacity of alveolar 
or bone to withstand functional forces. 
The amount of local irritation, age, and 
condition of the alveolar bone deter- 
mines for the clinician the status of the 
bone factor. 

Some bifurcations and _trifurcations 
are treatable and some are not. The 
prognosis of teeth with these involve- 
ments are better than single rooted teeth 
with the same amount of bone destruc- 
tion. Pain is often present in trifurcation 
involvements. Radiographs are a poor 
means of making a diagnosis. Rules in 
detection of bifurcation and trifurcation 
involvements are: 

1. When there is extensive bone loss 
around any root of a multi-rooted tooth. 

2. Any thickening of the periodontal 
membrane in bifurcation or trifurcation 
area. 

3. Any change in radiodensity of the 
bifurcation or trifurcation area. 

4. When there is a horizontal line 
across one root in the roentgenogram. 

Treatment is divided into four types. 
No bone is removed in treatment of these 
conditions, however, all the tissue is 
removed to the bone level.—Abstract 
from the Journal of the Western Society 
of Periodontology, Sept. 1954.
